At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of Weare, on the 
13th day of March, 1928, at 10 o'clock in the forenoon. 


The meeting was called to order and the Warrant read 
by Edward T. Breed, Moderator; also the posting of the 
Checklist by the Supervisors. 


Whole number of names on the Checklist, 767. 


Frank N. Sawyer offered the following resolution and

Resolved, by the citizens of Weare, in annual meeting 
assembled, express to Mr. Eastman our deep sympathy with 
the hope for a speedy and complete recovery and a copy of 
this resolution be sent to him and spread upon the records.

The whole number of votes given 
in was 398, upon which Frank H. Peaslee had 398 and was 
declared elected by the Moderator and, in open meeting, 
took the oath of office by law’ prescribed. 
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For Selectman for three years. The whole number of 
votes given in was 393, upon which Bert Nichols had 2 and 
Wesley C. Dodge had 391 and was declared elected by the 
Moderator and, in open meeting, took the oath of office by 
Jaw prescribed. 


For Road Agents. The whole number of votes given 
in was 398, upon which Elwin T. Dodge had 182, Charles 
F. Bennett had 198, Ned B, Purington had 198, Fred E. 
Purington had 216 and Frank G. Philbrick had 357 and 
Frank G. Philbrick and Fred E. Purington were declared 
elected by the Moderator and, in open meeting, took the 
oath of office by law prescribed. 


For Overseer of the Poor. The whole number of votes 
given in was 404, upon which Evelyn C. Jones had 1, Geo. 
A. Waterman had 137 and Henry W. Langlan had 266 and 
was declared elected by the Moderator and, in open meet- 
ing, took the oath of office by law prescribed. 


Voted to adjourn until 10 o’clock tomorow forenoon, 
(March 14, 1928).

Met according to adjournment and proceeded to bal- 
for Road Agent. 


Second ballot for Road Agent. The whole number of 
votes given in was 334, upon which Ned C. Purington had 
3, N. B. Purington had 7, Ned B. Purington had 162 and 
Charles F. Bennett had 162. 

Third ballot for Road Agent. The whole number of 
votes given in was 355, upon which 38 were blank, Ned C. 
Purington had 2, Chas. Bennett had 5, Charles F. Bennett 
had 161 and Ned B. Purington had 184 and was declared 
elected by the Moderator and, in open meeting, took the 
oath of office by law prescribed. 
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For Chief of Police. The whole number of votes given 
in was 351, upon which George E. Dodge had 1, E. S. Had- 
lock had 1, J. L. Hills had 1, Henry Quinn had 1 and 
Charles C. Gilbert had 347 and was declared elected by the 
Moderator. 


Art. 2. Voted to raise three thousand dollars $3,000) 
to defray town expenses. 


Art. 3. The Clerk was instructed to cast one vote 
for Frank Tucker for Trustee of Trust: Funds. This being 
done, the Moderator declared Frank Tucker elected Trus- 
tee for three years. 


Art,.4 The Clerk was instructed to cast one vote 
for Alfred Osborne for Trustee of the Library. This be- 
ing done, the Moderator declared Alfred Osborne elected 
Trustee for three years. 


Art. 5. Voted to raise 45/100 of one per cent of the 
assessed valuation. 


Art. 6. Upon motion of Frank L. Eastman, voted that 
we raise and appropriate the sum of money necessary to se- 
cure State Aid for the permanent improvement of high- 
ways, under the law passed at January Session, 1905. 


Art. 7. Voted that it be left to the Selectmen to 
make provision for the collection of taxes. 


Art. 8. Voted to raise one hunbred dollars ($100) for 
the observance of Memorial Day. 


Art. 9. Upon motion of Ernest A. Paige, voted that 
the Town rase four hundred dollars ($400) for White Pine 
Blister Rust contro]. Standing vote, Yes 124, No 91. Mr. 
John F. Tierney offered an amendment to Article 9,.that 
we hire High Scheol boys in expending Se a 
The amendment was rejected. 
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Arr. 10. Upon motion of Moses H. Sawyer, that we 
take up Article 11 at this time. The motion was rejected. 


Upon motion of J. Hardy Legge, voted to dismiss the 
morticle: 


Upon motion of Henry W. Langlan, voted to reconsider 
the vote taken on Article 10, voted to recind the vote taken 
on Article 10. 


Upon motion of Frank L. Eastman, voted that the 
Town buy Fordson Tractor, Snow Plow and Grader and 
raise the sum of thirty-five hundred and fifty dollars ($3,550)-

Arr, 12) Upon motion of Cleves G. Ellsworth, that 
the Town raise one thousand dollars ($1,000) for its. resi- 
dent Physician, the motion was rejected. 


Art. 18. Upon motion of Frank H. Peaslee, that the 
Town take over and maintain the street lights of Riverdale 
Village, the motion was rejected. 


Art. 14. Upon motion of Dana B. Gove, voted that 
the Town buy two fire pumps and five hundred feet of 
hose and raise one thousand dollars ($1,000) for the same. 


Arr. 15. Voted to discontinue the road, as stated in 
the Article, subject to bars or gates. 


Arr. 16 Upon motion of Frank P. Gregg, voted that 
the Selectmen be authorized to repair and paint the outside 
of the Town. Hall and raise five hundred dollars a for 
the same. 


ARr. 17. Voted to take up Articles 18, 19 and 20 at 
this time.

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Art. 18. , Upon motion of Gordon W. Porter, that the 
town books be audited by a state autitor, the motion was 
rejected. 


Art. 19. Upon motion of Frank P. Gregg, that the 
Town raise one hundred dollars ($100) for the observance 


of Old Home Day, the motion was rejected. 


ArT. 20. Upon motion of Hiram E. Grant, voted that 
the Town raise two hundred dollars ($200) to mark histor- 
ical places in the Town and a committee, consisting of Al- 
len W. Sawyer, William Taylor and Charles F. Eastman, 
have charge of the same. 


Mr. Hiram E. Grant, in behalf of the Riverdale Im- 
provement Society, presented the Town a gavel made from 
wood that came out of the first church built in the Town of 
Weare in 1764. 


ArT. 17. Upon motion of Cleves G. Ellsworth, that 
Town build State road this year, the motion was rejected. 


Upon motion of Charles F. Eastman, voted that two 
men from each division of the Town act in conjunction with 
the Selectmen, to appoint one man in the Town to have 
charge of plowing the winter roads. 


Upon motion of Blanche E. Gunn, voted that each one 
of the Selectmen appoint two men to act on this committee. 


Upon motion of Frank H. Peaslee, voted to grade and 
tar the road from the end of the Sate Aid road in East ° 
Weare to the State Aid road in North Weare, near the 
Railroad Station, the money received from automobile tax 
permits to be used for this purpose. 


Voted that this meeting be dissolved.

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate the sum of eight thousand five hundred dollars ($8,500) 
for the year 1929 and the same sum for the year 1930, on 
condition that the State appropriate the sum of seventeen 
thousand dollars ($17,000) for each of the two years. This 
money to be used for the permanent improvement of the 
unimproved highway between a point near Rice’s Corner 
to the Henniker line.

Superintendent’s Report, 


To the School Board and Citizens of Weare: 


This is my first annual report. It covers less than a 
full year of work and observation, as my term of service be- 
gan on July 15, 1928. 

Thanks to the efforts of my predecessor, Mr. Gaius H. 
Barrett, I found the schools of the District well organized 
and working under:capable teachers. The good results of 
his supervision were evident in every schoolroom 


Our SCHOOLS AND THE PUBLIC 


On two occasions the work of our schools this year has 
been brought before the public. The exhibit of the Weare 
High School at Hopkinton Fair took a high rank among 
the school exhibits there displayed—in spite of the fact that 
the entire faculty was new to the school and unfamiliar 
with the usual requirements of the Fair. The public dem- 
onstration of school work at East Weare during Education 
Week, in November, was witnessed by a large number of 
parents and other citizens. This brought to all present 
some realization of the methods and problems of the teach- 
ers of to-day, 

As shown in Table I, Weare’s citizens have shown a 
very commendable interest in the educational welfare of 
thier children, as indicated by the number of visits to 
schools during the past year. The total number reported 
was 853—more than twice as many as shown by the record 
of other towns in this union. Let, us maintain a good rec- 
ord in this respect. The latchstring of every school room 
is out daily, and we are glad to welcome visitors at any

COMMENTS ON TABLE I—STATISTICAL REPORT 


The average percent of attendance for New Hampshire 
as last reported was 94.6. While the report of Weare as a 
whole is higher than the State average, four of our schools 
(South Weare, Clinton Grove, Buxton and Riverdale) ‘were 
considerably below this figure. In the matter of tardiness, 
however, Weare as a whole, reported a number nearly twice 
as large as the other schools of the State. In this respect 
South Weare, Riverdale, North Weare and Clinton Grove 
were the most serious offenders; while only three schools 
—the High School, Junior High and River Road, could be 
commended for a good record. Tardiness cannot well be 
prevented without the codperation of parents. Is it too 
much to expect that fathers and mozhers shall help to de- 
velop the habit of punctnality in their children, by seeing 
to it that they get to school on time? 
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Our ScHOOLS AND HEALTH 


More than most of us realize, the success of children 
in doing their school work depends upon their physical 
health. The physical examination of school children, re- 
quired by State law, has been made this year by a school 
nurse, who spends a total of nine weeks during the year 
with the children of Weare. The actual cost to Weare of 
such service is very slight, as an increase in our allowance 
of State aid, amounting to $234.00, was made in view of the 
fact that a schoo! nurse was employed. 

Miss Ruth Whitcomb, of Concord who was secured to 
serve us as nurse this year, is much interested in school 
work and is capably fulfilling her duties. A few statistics 
regarding physica! defects, as found by Miss Whitcomb, are 
here presented:

COMMENTS ON TABLE II--HEALTH EXAMINATION REPOR‘ 


By far the most frequent defect found, is that of teeth 
which are not in proper condition. Plans are under way 
for a dental clinic in Weare, where such defects may 
be more carefully diagnosed and treated at slight cost. 
The fact also that 12 % of our children are reported to 
show symptoms of defective eyesight gives serious concern. 
During the year, it is hoped that many of these cases may 
be corrected. 

A campaign to enforce the vaccination law, begun last 
year, has been carried to a successful conclusion with Miss 
Whitcomb’s assistance. 


Our ScHOOoL BUILDINGS 


Coming from a neighboring state where for several 
years a campaign to improve rural school buildings has 
been in progress, I find a very noticeable contrast in the 
condition of the one-room schools in this section. Weare 
has been gradually working to improve its buildings, and 
has made some progress in this direction. However, few, 
if any, of Weare’s one room schools can be said to measure 
up to modern standards of hygiene and comfort. 

For the information of Weare voters, I am quoting 
here in full the regulations for the approval of school build- 
ings in New Hampshire, as issued by the State Board of 
Education in 1922: 

1. Lighting shall be ‘principally from the pupils’ left 
and rear and no windows shall be permitted in the front of 
any school room. ‘The ratio of window area to floor area 
shall be not less than one to five. Ceilings shall be white 
or light cream color, and curtains of a light tint shall be 
provided wherever needed. 

2. Equipment for heating must be adequate to furnish 
a minimum temperature of 68 degrees and some provision 
must be made for ventilation without direct draft on the 


pupils. 
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3. Floors must be in good condition and oiled or 
swept with damp sawdust or some dust-laying compound. 
Walls must be in in good repair and painted some light 
color. Papered walls have only temporary approval. 

4. Toilets must be decent and in sanitary condition. 
They must be located in buildings free from obscene mark- 
ings and furnishing proper privacy. The vaults must be 
fly-proof and properly ventilated. The seats should be 
provided with covers and in the boys’ toilet a double seat 
or urinal should be provided. Single toilets for both sexes 
will not be approved except for small schools and then only 
if their entrance is from the school room only. 

5. Water for drinking must be provided, in properly 
covered receptacles with faucet or bubbler. Facilities for 
washing hands must also be provided. Common towels or 
drinking cups are prohibited by regulations of the State 
Board of Health. 

6. Every school house must be provided, as required 
by law, with a flag and the proper means for displaying it. 

7. This list of minimum requirements is intended to 
cover only such changes as are necessary to make school- 
houses decent and safe for the pupils. Each district should 
adopt a progressive plan of schoolhouse betterment. 

8. It is the duty of the school board to see that all 
schoolhouses are properly cleaned and that they are kept 
in clean sanitary condition by suitable janitor service. 
Vaults should be cleaned at least twice each year and dry 
earth or some effective absorbent provided for constant use, 
Proper care of school buildings is as essential to their ap- 
proval as their construction. 


* * * * * 


In order that the above requirements shall be eventual- 
ly met, it seems to me a desirable policy for Weare to plan 
for the alteration of one school building each year. As to 
the place where such work should begin, it does not greatly 
matter; any one of several buildings which need attention 
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might be chosen to be the first. However, considering the 
number of pupils, and the general condition of the building, 
the school board and myself are suggesting that the Rock- 
land school be the one to be remodeled in 1929. 

The changes contemplated here would include (1) the 
moving of windows so the light will all come from the left 
of the pupils, and adding enough to make the gilass area 
equal to one-fifth of the floor area; (2) the refinishing of 
walls and ceiling, and putting in new blackboards as needed ; 
(3) the laying of a new floor; (4) the building of a new 
chimney; and (5) the installing of modern chemical toilets. 
A rough estimate of the cost of the entire job is.$700. 
More accurate figures will be available at the meeting of 
the district in April. 


(CONCLUSION 


Grateful mention should be made of ‘the faithful and 
loyal service rendered by the teachers of the district; the 
frienply counsel and support of the members of the Board:of 
Education; and the willing cooperation of parents and 
other citizens as shown in ‘many ways.
